Cost $300,000 

The Greenbelt Armory, recently 
completed at a cost of approxi¬ 
mately $300,000, is deemed one of 
the most beautiful and complete 
installations of its kind in the East. 
Its handsome redbrick and lime 
stone exterior, facing Greenbelt 
road and the entrance to the Bal- 
ti mo re-Washington Parkway adds 
another, distinctive landmark to 
the city. 

Within its main structure are 
contained a drill hall, which dou¬ 
bles as an auditorium or basket¬ 
ball court 110’ by 80’; three at¬ 
tractively furnished lounges; a 
large, fully equipped kitchen; a 
standard, indoor rifle range; seven 
class rooms (largest of which can 
seat 100 persons); several locker- 
shower rooms, and a suite of of¬ 
fices. 

In the rear of the main building, 
twenty garages flank a large park¬ 
ing lot. 

The 4th Field Artillery Battery 
which mans the installation boasts 
ten trucks, three trailers, three 105 
mm. howitzers, a full complement 
of carbines and Ml rifles and over 
ten thousand dollars worth of ra¬ 
dio equipment. 

Captain Baxter M. Phillips is 
commanding officer of the unit 
which, during World War II took 
part in some of the most important 
European engagements, including 
the Normandy invasion. 

Reilly Responsible 

The Armory has its origins in a 
conversation eight years ago be¬ 
tween former Greenbelt resident 
Frank H. Reilly, and General Rec¬ 
kord, commanding officer of the 
Maryland National Guard, during 
a lull m a parade in New York 
City. Reilly, Adjutant of the 
Greenbelt American Legion Post, 
jocularly asked the General when 
he w'as going to build an Armory

difficulties encountered by the 
school bus drivers, saying, ‘‘they 
must have the patience of Job and 
the wisdom of Solomon”; they must 
deliver the riders safely to their 
destinations—the paramount re¬ 
quirement—while maintaining bus 
schedules, and at the same time act 
as teachers, psychologists, and pub¬ 
lic relations representatives. 

Better This Year 

It was conceded by the panel 
member speaking for the bus driv¬ 
ers that school bus conduct is bet¬ 
ter this year than last, but said it 
is absolutely impossible for drivers 
to fulfill their primary duty and at 
the same time prevent misbehav¬ 
ior. 

The students on the panel ex¬ 
pressed apreciation for the free 
transportation (they don’t pay 
taxes, yet) but suggested there 
might be a more congenial atmos¬ 
phere aboard the buses if separate 
transportation could be provided 
for the senior and the junior high 
students. As senior high repre¬ 
sentatives, the panelists felt that 
the junior students are too likely to 
be imitative, without discrimina¬ 
tion, of the other students’ conduct 
and, indeed to exaggerate some of 
the less desirable aspects of it sim¬ 
ply to apear grown-up and sophis¬ 
ticated. 

From the parents came a sug¬ 
gestion that bus drivers be empow¬ 
ered^ to report violations of school 
bus eitquette to school officials who 
would, in turn, notify the offenders’ 
parents. A repetition of an offense 
would then be punished by ostra¬ 
cism from the bus for a period of 
time. To this came the objection 
that unless the bus driver knows 
the offender personally (which is 
seldom) there is no way to discover 
his (or her) identity as the other 
students flatly refuse to divulge 
such information. 

Monitors ? 

' Another suggestion was to have 
bus violations handled by the Stu¬ 
dent Council, while another pro¬ 
posal was to appoint sudent moni¬ 
tors to ride each bus. To this last 
the student panelists replied that 
any students who, by virtue of 
qualities of character and leader¬ 
ship, might be appointed to such a 
position would, in all probability, 
politely decline to accept. 

Noting that teenagers are practi¬ 
cally always hungry, an idea was 
advanced that a fruit bar be set up 
in the school lobby so that students, 
while awaiting their buses, cotfld 
healthfully assuage their hunger 
pangs and thereby improve their 
dispositions for the homeward ride. 

Radios on the buses to give the 
riders something to listen to was 
another proposal, although the re¬ 
buttal to that was that even in the 
teens, when uniformity is a creed, 
there are still differing tastes in 
radio programs. A final proposal 
was that the 15 rules laid down by 
the county authorities to govern 
the bus conduct be posted in each 
bus.

Louis Bessemer, first mayor of 
Greenbelt, died on Monday in Al¬ 
buquerque, New Mexico. He was 
55. 

Bessemer was employed in the 
voucher auditing division of the 
United States Public Health Serv¬ 
ice in the District at the time he 
was elected by the town council. 

He is survived by his son, David; 
his wife, Mabel; his sister, Mrs. 
Henry Stollnitz of Forest Hills, 
Long Island, N. Y.; his brothers, 
A. D. Bessemer of Miami, and Au- 
riel and Milton Bessemer of New 
York City. 

Bessemer served as mayor for 
one year from 1937 and remained 
on as a councilman for a second 
year. 

The Bessemer home at 45-J 
Ridge, was one of the first ones 
occupied in the new community. 
They moved there on November 2, 
1937, a month after the project 
was opened. 

Bessemer’s varied career took 
hiim from his birthplace in Phila¬ 
delphia to photographic work in 
Washington, newspaper work in 
Ohio, back ot the Government in 
Washington and to Chamber of 
Commerce work in the West. 

He was secretary of the Gallup, 
New Mexico, Chamber of Com¬ 
merce when he died.

“Pat” Brown Memory 
Honored At Maryland 

Because of a tragic automobile 
accident in 1949, Maryland Uni¬ 
versity students enjoy a record 
library today. 

The collection, to be housed in 
the music room of the Student 
Union, will be purchased from a 
fund collected to honor a former 
student. Patricia Brown. 

‘A’ Student % 

Miss Brown, a math major, was 
an “A” student and like most “A” 
students took part in campus ac¬ 
tivities. 

Pat played the flute in the band 
and orchestra. After she was 
fatally injured in an automobile 
accident near Warrenton, Va., her 
friends planned a “memorial.” 

Record Library 

The band started it. An award 
was to be presented to the band 
member best typifying the ideals 
and standards created by Pat 
Brown. Later the idea of a rec¬ 
ord library to permanently stand 
as a tribute to her was born. 
Over $1,000 was collected. 

Recently the committee in 
charge of funds agreed to use 
one-third of the $1,000 now, one- 
third in February and the remain¬ 
ing third in April or May for a 
basic record library. 

The collection will consist of 
both light and heavy classics, 
dixieland, and modern jazz. Pop¬ 
ular music will be excluded at 
this time. The committee feels 
that this is the type of collection 
Pat would choose. 

Miss Brown was a member of 
the Prince Georges’ county sym¬ 
phony orchestra which was or¬ 
ganized and held its rehearsals in 
Greenbelt, prior to the tragedy. 
Her death was a strong blow to 
her musical companions here, too, 
and a memorial concert was given 
so that she might not be forgotten 
by the community. Proceeds from 
this concert were used to purchase 
music books now on the music 
shelf of the Greenbelt library. They 
are identified by the “In Memor- 
iam” label on the inside of the 
front cover. Miss Brown’s parents 
still reside in Greenbelt.
